6.  Though  the  weather,  from  a  variety  of  irregular  causes,  is  more  uncertain  in  the  latter  part  of  Autumn,  the  who's

7.  To  prognosticate  correctly,  especially  in  those  cases  where  the  wind  is  concerned,  the  observer  should  in 
sight  of  a  good  vane,  where  the  four  cardinal  points  of  the  heavens  are  correctly  placed.
